This  afternoon,  the  CCA  Executive  Committee  heard 
Los  Angeles  County  Supervisor  Shiela  Kuehl  speak 
about  the  magnitude  and  size  of  the  County  and 
give  an  overview  of  some  of  the  current  issues 
affecting  the  region.  She  has  served  as  the 
Supervisor  for  the  3rd  District  since  December  1 and 
represents  2 million  residents.  The  County  currently 
provides  healthcare  to  1 out  of  every  10  people  and 
provides  mental  health  services  to  250,000  people. 
She,  along  with  four  other  Supervisors,  oversees 
the  County's  $28  billion  budget. 

Supervisor  Kuehl  gave  an  update  on  Tuesday's 
Board  decision  to  reorganize  the  County 
governance  structure.  Specifically,  the  new 
structure  modifies  the  role  of  the  CEO  and  Board  of 
Supervisors  while  eliminating  five  deputy  chief 
executive  officer  positions.  The  Board  can  now 
authorize  the  CEO  to  establish  ad  hoc  initiatives  to 
address  Board  priorities.  This  is  in  an  effort  to 
encourage  greater  interdepartmental  collaboration 
on  Board  initiatives.  Under  the  new  structure,  the

LADWP  on  Rate  Increases 


CCA’s  Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Energy 
(TIE)  Committee  met  this  morning  and  heard  from 
General  Manager  Marcie  Edwards  about  the 
Department  of  Water  and  Power’s  upcoming  rate 
request  and  infrastructure  investments.  Today  was 
the  first  in  a series  of  outreach  meetings  the 
department  will  conduct  throughout  the  city  through 
the  end  of  the  summer  to  explain  the  need  for 
increases  in  revenues  and  their  effects  on 
businesses  and  residents. 

Power  revenues  will  need  to  increase  up  to  $4.4 
billion  over  the  next  five  years.  The  majority  will  go 
toward  meeting  clean  energy  requirements,  state 
mandates  for  reducing  greenhouse  gas  emissions 
and  rebuilding  coastal  power  plants  to  eliminate 
ocean  water  cooling.  Other  money  will  go  to  power 
pole  and  transformer  replacement.  Most  of  the  $1 .2 
billion  in  new  water  revenues  will  support  pipe  and 
other  infrastructure  repair  and  replacement  for 
reliability,  and  other  improvements  to  meet  water 
quality  regulations.  Additional  revenues  will  also 
support  the  Local  Water  Supply  Program,  which  will 
make  the  city  less  reliant  on  imported  water.  Other 
money  will  go  to  continue  to  improve  the  customer 
service  experience. 

This  is  a five  year  rate  increase  in  order  to  give 
businesses  the  predictability  they  ask  for,  rather 
than  the  piecemeal  approach  of  other  increases. 
LADWP  has  a large  backlog  of  deferred 
maintenance  and  the  time  has  passed  to  begin 
dealing  with  these  issues.  The  cost  of  repairing  a 
burst  water  main  or  downed  power  pole  is  several 
times  more  than  replacing  it  on  schedule.
